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T 1s ALWAYS a thrill to arrange fresh greens and other kinds of plant materials as Christmas decorations, but it is 
even more thrilling to use live flowers, like the bright red carnations which are shown here. Flowers, when used 
indoors, never fail to impart a special kind of warmth and radiance, which other kinds of materials do not, even 

the fresh cuttings of yew, boxwood, holly and other “greens” which we use so freely. At Christmas especially, we are 
inclined to overlook cut flowers, perhaps not intentionally, but that is when we ought to make a special effort to have 
them around at our friendly parties and gatherings.

Care for House Plants 


Except for African violets that never 
seem to stop blooming if grown under 
congenial conditions, house plants are 
starting their rest period. For that rea- 
son, water less frequently and give them 
no fertilizer until the days begin to get 
longer in late February. The faded flow- 
ers on the violets should be picked off 
regularly and if wax begonias are still 
blooming, they will be more pleasing 
if the dying petals are removed. Paper 
white narcissus can be started in pebbles 
now for early winter bloom, so also 
Soleil d'Or. Get out the hyacinth jars to 
start the bulbs in. But allow plenty of 
time for the roots to develop in a cool 
dark place before bringing them into 
light. 


Start Feeding the Birds 

Probably your bird feeding stations 
are out and I hope you have planned 
them so the birds get the food not the 
squirrels. If you have the station on a 
pole be sure to have a loose metal guard 
under the feeder to prevent the squirrels 
from climbing the pole. Another way of 
protecting the feeder is to swab tangle 
foot on the pole. If the squirre] gets one 
paw in it he will change his mind about 
getting the seeds. A tray filled with seeds 
on the window sill will give you as much 
pleasure as the birds, but make holes 
in the corners to let rain run out of the
